Quite recently, I, met in Paris the 
Polish prefect’ of one of the most’ im- 
portant cities‘ of Poznania; who had 
been. a witriéss ‘of ‘the German. intri- 
gues- prior to the war. Disguised as a 
peasant, he had passed the last 
months under the German rule; he had 
succeeded in escaping to Hungary and 


had arrived in. Paris after a series of], 


adventures. He is now preparing a 
report on the German espionage met- 
hods in Poland and has communicat- 
ed to me a summary of its essential 
points. nara : ro hag 

Mr. Jan Kowalski is of medium 
height, fair, with light-coloured eyes 
expressing «. considerable energy; che 


available chance to nip the German 
espionage in his country in the bud. 


“Do you know,”. he said, “that all 
the Gestapo agents now at the. head of 
the administration in Poland had long 
been prepared for the functions they 
were to assume? All that they have 
done in Poland had been staged for a 
long time. I possess documents:—in 
various German cities, hundreds of 
Germans: are now being’ trained to 
play the same role in France and 
fingland. They are perfecting their 
knowledge of both languages, they are 
learning the geography and the ‘his- 
tory of the two western democracies; 
they are studying contemporary politi- 
cal: geography, not only in the works 
of recognised authorities—as a matter 
of fact'they manage to get information 
concerning the smallest details of local

atistoms in-the tiniest hamlets.” 


This confidence récalled to my mind 
one of my cruellest souvenirs of the 
war in Poland. It may seem. a digres- 


| sion, but I cannot resist the temptation 


to, place it on record. : 


Long before. the war, the Germ 
Government had appointed to War- 
saw a diplomat ofthe name of 
Struwe. His wife, he said, was of 
“American descent.” They were a fine- 
looking pair and very popular in War- 
saw society. Some, however, may have 
had. an idea of the true role of this 
distinguished diplomat . who, ’ al- 
though merely first secretary, was a 
much more. important person than his 
ambassador, Herr-von Moltke himself. 
But there were numerous Poles, who 
without troubling their ‘heads, did not 
hesitate to enter into extremely friend- 
ly relations: with the couple.’ To’ be 


| fair, it should be'stated that this diplo-’ 


mat (who: is now : appointed ‘to the 
diplomatic protocol service. at Berlin) 
possessed considerable charm ‘of man~ 
ner and was very well informed dur~ 
ing his stay. at Warsaw. But. there 
were other diplomats who also had 
their sources of information . . . afid 
this is probably the reason why, ata 
brilliantly attended diplomatic dinner, 
the American ambassador, seated next

This is-not an isolated case. Dusing 
my wanderings on the front, in 
towns I passed through, I found mt 
‘that there was almost.always a Ger- 
man by whom the enemy was 
informed. He was. known in the 
technical ‘parlance of the Ger- 
man espionage services as the “letter- 
box.” The information gathered was 
deposited in a certain place, where ‘it 
was fetched by parachutists springing 
from their planes, with bicycles to 
enable them to regain the German 
lines. 

But Prefect Kowalski, who is in an 
excellent position to appreciate the 
effects of the German espionage ser- 
vices in Poland, went on to speak of- 
his report. 

“Eyes—and ears—must be opened. 
The Germans were regarded in Poland 
as a loyal minority. In my district, 
notwithstanding ‘the information re-. 
ceived, I could take no.steps .against 
them without legal proceedings . . . I 
was well aware that under the cover 
of their cultural and licit organisa- 
tions the Germans were preparing 
their treason. 

“The administrative and police au-~ 
thorities had for some time been in 
possession of partial information with 
regard to. certain facts. They knew 
that the Haison between the German 
minorities in Poland and the Nazis 
was being strengthened. Certain au- 
thorities of the political police re- 
quested t.e Government to arrest the 
Gestapo . agents, but Warsaw had 
hesitated on account of the foreign 
policy pursued by the Government. 
-The Polish Government in fact wished 
to give Berlin no opportunity of accus- 
ing Poland of having provoked the war 
under the pretext of the oppression of 
the German minorities. Notwithstand- 
the police unfortunately 
ignored the’ development of the Ger- 
man intrigues and above all of the 
para-military organisations. 

“To gain'a clear. idea of the role of 
the German minorities in September, 
it is necessary to begin by. describing 
their political ‘tendencies . before the 
war. They represented 4% of the 
population dnd comprised three dif 
ferent movements. The best-of these 
elements had desired to be incorporat- 
ed into Poland. They had become fair- 
ly numerous owing to the terror exer-
